"Miz Lillian" Visits, 
Speaks at Carter Rally

On Friday, October 8th, Mrs. 
Lillian Carter, mother of 
presidential candidate Jimmy 
Carter, spoke before the student 
body at Methodist College. She 
entered the Student Union 
Building at 5:15 PM with a loud 
round of applause from the 
students and faculty awaiting 
her. The first to speak at the 
occasion was SGA Pres. Ken- 
neth Daniel, who introduced the 
Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees, Richard (Bobby i 
Allen. 

Mr. Allen stated that when he 
was informed that M.C. would 
like to have "Miz Carter" as a 
guest, he had to say that it 
couldn't be done. He attributed 
Mrs. Carter's appearance to Dr. 
Pearce who "...took it over my 
(Mr. Allen's) head," referring 
to his wife, "...and someway or 
another, it got worked out." 

He remarked that the 
audience was larger than what 
he expected and looked pleased 
at the turnout. He then in- 
troduced his wife, a student 
here at M.C, and a friend of 
Ruth Carter Stapleton, sister of 
the candidate, a native of North 
Carolina for 27 yrs., and a 1964 
graduate of M.C. 

Mrs. Stapleton remarked on 
how she could always count on 
her mother when things got 
tough around exam time at 
M.C. when she was a student. 
When she talked about her 
brother, she said that she told 
Jimmy that if he didn't come to 
North Carolina to speak, she 
would not campaign for him. So 
it ended up that Jimmy Carter 
campaigned in N.C. while Ruth 
in return, gave a speech for him 
in Boston. Mrs. Stapleton noted 



that this was the first time Mrs. 
Carter left Plains, Ga. to 
campaign for her son. 

Mrs. Carter walked to the 
microphone with that big and 
famous Carter smile and 
greeted the audience. She had a 
very good sense of humor. She 
was witty, and she kept her 
audience laughing. Her 
frankness about what she 
talked about was admirable. 

Mrs. Carter was a house- 
mother at Auburn for seven 
years. She then went into the 
Peace Corps and served in 
India. 

Mrs. Carter said she noticed 
our "beautiful decorations" as 
she walked across the campus. 
She was referring to the toilet 
paper hanging from the trees. 
She spoke about her family, 
mentioning besides Ruth and 
Jimmy, another daughter, 
Gloria. Gloria's main hobby is 
riding motorcycles. 

Mrs. Carter talked about her 
adventures with the Peace 
Corps. She said that when sh*; 
applied, she expected to be 
turned down. She was surprised 
when she was informed that she 
was accepted for testing. In 1967 
she went to Chicago to take her 
tests. She said she was flooded 
by questions from 
psychologists. They must have 
wondered if she was getting 
senile, for why else would an 
elderly lady, in her late sixties, 
want to go to India? She smiled 
at the audience when she said 
her response was that she had 
"done almost everything else." 

She told a story about the time 
she was invited to an Indian 
wedding. They played a 
"boogie-woogie song" in her 
honor through-out the wedding. 



She was served cola that tasted 
like rubber and the service was 
stopped at one point because the 
Bride's dowry (referred to as 
"loot") was missing. She 
finished her story by saying that 
the suitcase containing the 
dowry was found in a taxi, and 
the wedding was completed. 

When she finished talking, she 
came down from the stage, 
greeting members of the 
audience and signing 
autographs. Even after she left, 
laughter still filled the air from 
many of the humorous com- 
ments she made. Students, 
faculty, and administrators will 
remember long into the future, 
the day Miz Iillian came to 
Methodist College.

the University of Minnesota 
School of Journalism. 

Over 1,500 college 
publications entered the contest 
which covered publications 
produced this past spring 
semester. Judges were 
professional journalists, and 
sMALL TALK scored 3,680 
points of a possible 4,500.

Ford's Years 
are Reviewed

Almost from the first, 
President Ford started the 
ritual of healing a troubled 
nation. It was a new beginning, 
a fresh start. He addressed the 
nation from the Capitol and 
said, "We've got a lot of work to 
do. let's get on with it." 

Before the end of his first year 
in office, President Ford turned 
the economy around. Inflation 
was reduced from 12 percent, in 

1974, to a rate of 7 percent, in 

1975. The tide of unemployment 
has been stemmed since 1975, 
and today, there are one million 
more Americans at work. 

President Ford challenged 
Congress to join him in 
restraining Federal spending 
by keeping a $395 billion ceiling 
of 1977 expenditures. Con- 
sistently, he has said "No" to 
spending bills that went beyond 
this budget. 

He has come to the aid of the 
American fanners by signing a 
cash agreement with the Soviet 
Union to purchase a minimum 
of six million metric tons of 
wheat and corn annually from 
the U.S. This will provide the 
American farmer with a more

market prices. 

He has kept America at 
peace. In the hard give and take 
of the world's conference 
tables, he has established our 
credentials and credibility as a 
world leader for peace.

On September 25, we met with 
the North Carolina Student 
Legislature in Greensboro. 
NCSL represents about forty 
percent of the schools in North 
Carolina. We introduced the 
principles and the program of 
USA to these representatives. 
The reception of the schools was 
quite enthusiastic. 

The executive committee met 
with Mr. Billy Richardson, 
president of the student body at 
the University of North 
Carolina at Chapel Hill. He 
expressed an excited en- 
thusiasm of the program and 
promised the support of his 
staff. Since this time, we have 
received written confirmation 
of support by UNC's legislature. 



This action represents 20,000 
students' support of USA 

Through the efforts of Billy 
Richardson, the executive 
council, made up of Mike Casey, 
Ann Morrow, Tina Martindale, 
and Rick Wilson, was invited to 
attend and speak at the October 
15th meeting of the North 
Carolina Association of Student 
Governments, representing the 
sixteen member schools of the 
University system, and ap- 
proximately 90,000 students. 
This meeting was a big success 
for USA. 

In addition to making our 
presentation to this body, we 
also were able to meet with Mr. 
Jim Hunt to discuss our 
program. Mr. Hunt has been an 
active supporter of our cause in 
the past and promised even 
more support for us this year. 
He will be issuing statements 
soon in support and recognition 
of United Student Appeal. 

On the 24th of this month, the 
executive committee members 
met before the interim council 
of NCSL. We have been assured 
of a resolution passed, 
recognizing and supporting our 
efforts on its member cam- 
puses. 

During the weekend of 
November 4-6, we will be 



meeting with NCCCC, the state 
association of community 
colleges, at their conference in 
Charlotte. This convention, it is 
expected, will pass a similar 
resolution supporting USA on 
the community college cam- 
puses across the state. This 
group represents ap- 
proximately 10,000 students. 

In addition to these meetings 
with the various colleges and 
associations, the executive 
committee has been planning a 
multi-faceted public relations 
and funding campaign, which 
will be put into operation upon 
written confirmation of support 
of USA by 100,000 students, or 
about two-thirds of the college 
enrollment of the state. As of 
today, we have United Student 
Appeal active with 50,000 
students involved. We feel that 
all of the students at Methodist 
can be proud of what has been 
accomplished in the past for 
United Student Appeal on this 
campus, and we also feel that 
you can be equally proud of the 
results we are striving for this 
year. We are constantly looking 
for people to assist us with the 
state program.

One weekend after another, I 
sit in my room on Friday 
evenings wishing there were 
tilings to do, as I sit and waste 
time wishing.

Improvement Needed in 
Current Advisor System 



has come and 
gone,' and with this event each 
semester comes the feeling that 
somehow the advisor system on 
this campus can and should be 
improved. 

This is not to say that we don't 
have some good, competent 
advisors on this campus 
because we do, but we also have 
representatives from the other 
end of the scale-advisors who 
really don't care and don't want 
to be bothered. All they want to 
do is sign their names once a 
semester and be done with it. 

It seems to me that if one is 
truly going to be an advisor to 
someone else, a number of pre- 
requisites should be filled. First 
the faculty advisor should be 
familiar with requirements and 
policies so they can advise their 
students accordingly. At the 
current time, too many advisors 
do not know enough to be of any

real help to their advisees. 
Changes in requirements and 
policies need to be stressed to 
faculty advisors so that they, in 
turn, may notify their students. 

Secondly, ample time for 
advising needs to be worked 
into the schedules of all 
advisors. Seeing a student for 
ten minutes each semester is 
not enough time for most 
advisors to be of any real help. 
Part of this problem also rests 
with the student-often he will 
not take the time or trouble 
necessary to schedule an 
appointment with his advisor. 1 
would like to see the practice of 
advisee appointments become a 
semester-long phenomenon, not 
just one that takes place the 
week before registration. 

Another possibility that could 
be worked into the system is 
that of competent upperclass- 
men advising freshmen and 



sophomores. Presently, 
students get most of their 
information about classes, 
requirements, professors, etc. 
from their fellow students, so 
why not incorporate this into the 
advisory system? Seeking 
responsibile upperclassmen 
volunteers and then educating 
them in college requirements 
and various departmental 
policies can be one way of 
avoiding apathy in this area. 

Everyone needs help at some 
time and choosing the courses 
one needs for graduation and 
personal growth can be a 
difficult task for someone who is 
not very familiar with this 
aspect of college life. It is the 
obligation of this school to 
provide this service and the 
right of the student to enjoy it, 
so why not make the 
system the best it can 
be' 



"Junie Moon" Praised; 
Play Termed Success 



Thursday and Friday nights, 
November 11th and 12th 
provided entertainment for 
those who attended the play, 
Tell Me That You Love Me, 
Junie Moon by D.D. Brooke.

much food for thought. 

Throughout the play, there 
were many regressions into the 
different main character's past 
to help explain and-or 
illuminate the audience's minds 
to the "misfit's" childhood and 
adolescent environments.

To December Graduates: 

Despite all efforts to see that the December graduation be a 
formal one, I presently see no way to make this possible. As you 
probably know, the resolution calling for caps and gowns for 
December graduates passed in the Senate, bypassed Student life, 
and was carried directly to Dr. Pearce. 

Allow me to pass on the information which Dr. Pearce gave me 
concerning the matter. 

1. Methodist College has one formal graduation per year. This 
graduation is held in May. 

2. Methodist College has two other graduations, one held in 
December and the other held in August. These two are for students 
who do not wish to return for the May graduation; however, they 
may choose to participate in the May graduation. 

3. The graduation fee set for all graduates at $15 covers only a 
small portion of the cost of graduation exercises; thus, students 
graduating in December or August are not paying for something 
which they are not getting. 

4. The college has agreed to allow formal graduations in 
December and in August if and only if, 

( 1 ) all members of the graduating class agree to wear caps and 
gowns, and if 

(2) all members agree to pay an additional fee of 
approximately $5 for the rental of the regalia. 

From the poll taken I do not feel that we have met these two 
requirements. There were two negative responses, and some of the 
seniors who I personally polled said that they would wear caps and 
gowns only if there was no additional fee. 

The S.G.A. is devising a plan to allow future December and 
August graduates to vote on this issue in plenty of time to make the 
necessary arrangements before the ceremony. This way there will 
be no cause for possible misunderstanding.

To the Editor: 

The proposal to establish a ROTC unit on campus has received 
superficial approval. Is it really worth having here? What merits 
does the program have? 

The supporters of ROTC stress the importance of having a 
military command that is made up of minds schooled in civilian 
colleges as opposed to having a professional military such as those 
people produced by West Point and the like. This posture has 
serious limitations as it overlooks two important facts. One is that 
the present majority of officers already have had civilian 
educations and are commissioned by attended Officer's Training 
School upon graduation. Secondly, although only a small 
percentage of officers come from professional military schools, 
these people occupy high command and promotion positions. Hence 
they control everyone below them so that their philosphy prevails 
inspite of the presence of the "civilian-minded" officers. 

Why bring ROTC here? Although most people will complain 
about the military-industrial complex, when given a chance to 
personally do something about containing it, they react 
apathetically or even welcome its encroachment on our campus. 
The only concrete benefit would be that individual students would 
receive financial aid. Is it really a gain when it is based on the 
eventual misery of others, their victims in war? Our school will not 
even receive any grant of special funds for having the program 
here. The line between Church and State would also be further 
obscured. 

With secular issues set aside, the question ultimately comes 
down to a question of Christian ethics. What is the real Christian 
view on war? The people that I have talked with are more 
concerned with providing a justification for war than trying to 
eliminate it. They go through biblical gymnastics to prove that war 
is rational, natural, and something that is unavoidable. It is easy to 
twist biblical references to accommodate almost any point of view. 
The ultimate test of truth would be to ask the question, "would 
Christ enroll in ROTC?" Isn't Christ supposed to be our model? 

With the introduction of ROTC, the ethos of Methodist College 
would become contradictory to its guiding principles. For example, 
it is now the policy to overprotect women by having sign in and out 
procedures and curfew hours and the like. During the day we would 
have them learning principles of extermination of others. Sound 
compa table? 

We will have to change our motto to 'quality education in a 
military atmosphere."

All 
are pushing 6-5 and will give the 
Monarchs some depth in the 
front line. 

Other team members include

Methodist finished 9-5 in Dixie 
Conference play last year, good 
enough for third. The Monarchs 
are expected to improve on that 
this year if the guards can pull 
through.

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Construction on new physical education facilities continues as the soccer field is enlarged 
and a track is laid out around it. 

Construction Continues 
on Athletic Facilities 



Methodist College is in the 
midst of some major con- 
struction work that is designed 
to improve the present physical 
education, intramural and 
interscholastic athletic 
facilities on campus. When the 
students of Methodist returned 
from Thanksgiving vacation, 
they found that some heavy 
construction equipment had 
found its way onto the Methodist 
campus and had begun to do its 
work near the soccer field. But 
what exactly is the project these 
machines have been working 
on? 

There are really several 
projects planned-three of 
which have been given official 
approval and one which is still 
in the unofficial stage. The 
three projects currently un- 
derway are the construction of a 
track around an enlarged 
soccer field, two intramural 
fields, and a concrete play 
surface. The project that is still 
in the early planning stage and 
has not received final approval 
is the relocation of the present 
Shelley Field to the area in front 
of the infirmary. 

At the present time, the 
soccer field is being enlarged by 
75 yards and a quarter-mile 
track is being built around it, 
making possible home track 
meets and a more extensive 
track program. 

The two intramural fields will 
surround the tennis courts and 
provide a place for intramural 
sports to be played. These fields 
will be grass areas and not of an 
artificial surface. 

The concrete play surface will 
be located north of the Student 
Union in the area known in the 
past as the "bonfire area." An 
area 150 by 75 yards, this sur- 
face will provide an area for 
playing basketball and 
volleyball as well as other 
recreational activities such as 



skateboarding and roller 
skating. 

It has also been revealed that 
the unofficial drawing of plans 
for new gymnasium facilities 
are underway. This facility will 
be more than the basketball- 
geared gymnasium Methodist 
presently has. This new 
building will house two full- 
sized gymnasiums. 

Athletic Director Gene 
Clayton is "extremely excited" 
with the improvements oc- 
curing in the facilities. He sees 



convenience as the main ad- 
vantage to these projects. 
Bringing all of these facilities 
closer together brings them 
"closer to main campus, to the 
spectator, to shower and 
dressing facilities and equip- 
ment." He sees the location of 
these areas nearer to main 
campus as a solution to the 
maintenance and vandalism 
problems that have plagued the 
athletic facilities located away 
from the populous areas of 
campus.

Methodist Should Begin 
Faculty Evaluation System 



As the semester draws to a 
close and final exams come 
upon us, it seems to me that the 
students at Methodist are not 
given a fair chance to evaluate 
what they have been exposed to 
for the last semester. 

Students are required to take 
final exams but what about the 
professors' 1 Who grades the 
professor? Who determines how 
he has progressed throughout 
the semester? If a student is 
required to take a final exam to 
show his competency in a given 
subject or area, shouldn't the 
teacher also be evaluated for 
the same reason" 

I attended East Carolina 
University for two years and 
while there are many practices 
at that school that 1 would not 
like to see established here, 
their system of professor 
evaluation is a practice I think 
should be implemented at 
Methodist 

Faculty members are not 
perfect-the students know this, 
the administration knows this 
and yes. the faculty knows it,

too. Nobody expects them to be 
perfect but some form of 
evaluation of their teaching and 
the course content could be of 
mutual benefit for everyone 
involved. 

Through some form of student 
evaluation of the professor and 
course, the teacher can learn 
what keeps him from totally 
communicating with a class. He 
can learn how to structure a 
course so that the student can 
be more interested in it. The 
student will feel he is con- 
tributing something that may 
be of use in the future-to a room 
full of students who will take 
this course or professor in the 
future. Students can have 
legitimate complaints and good 
ideas and in an evaluation, 
these things can be brought out 
into the open. 

This exchange of ideas need 
not be a complicated process. 
Once the evaluation form is 
drawn up, it •.•an be distributed 
during a class meeting and 
returned, unsigned, at another. 
The forms can be given to a 



committee set up to deal with 
this subject and they can handle 
it from there by reading them to 
see where some of the problems 
lie. The evaluations should then 
lx> given to the professor in- 
volved so he can see what his 
students think his strong and 
weak points are. 

This evaluation can be helpful 
and meaningful only if it is 
carried out in a responsible way 
by mature responsible students. 
It is not a method provided for 
"getting back at a teacher" nor 
is it designed to provide a forum 
for war between students and 
faculty. 

Student evaluation of faculty 
can be a very meaningful, 
healthy process which ma\ be 
mutuallv beneficial to all 
parties concerned 1 urge 
somebody-the SGA, the 
faculty, the administration-to 
push for implementation of such 
a program. It would be of value 
and of merit and would cer- 
tainly be worthwhile of the time 
and effort put into it.

statues were placed beside the 
drums with sirens and flashing 
lights adorning the tops of the 
amps. A prop of a castle fronted 
the P.A. system, which hid 
another set of stairs for later 
use. 

The concert began with the 
opening song from the 
"Destroyer" album, "Detroit, 
Rock City." Material was 
played from all the KISS 
records, including cuts from the 
new album. 

Flames shot up during the 
performance and bassist Gene 
Simmons delighted the crowd 
with his fire-breathing efforts 
( Another person in the audience 
duplicated this feat before 
Simmons did, but caught her 
hair on fire the third time she 
tried it). 

KISS returned to the stage for 
encores amid heavy applause 
and cheering and began a four- 
song set with the rock standard, 
"Duece."

As the Fall Semester. 1976 is rapidly drawing to a close, 1 feel it is 
critical that the faculty examine their attendance policy I will say 
from the start I am for an unlimited "cut" policy; but at the very 
least, I feel the attendance policy should be uniform throughout 
every department. 

I would first like to plead the case for unlimited cuts. I find the 
present policy i ? ) based on the assumption of elementary and high 
school levels of immaturity and restnetiveness. By requiring 
attendance at the college level, the faculty is saying to the student, 
"You're not responsible or intelligent enough to know you must 
come to class, so we'll tell you. We cannot allow for any difference 
in students; we know what is best for you." I believe by the time 
students reach college, they know the importance of a higher 
education or they would not be at Methodist in the first place. If a 
student can miss ten classes and still make an A, then why not 
allow this freedom of choice! If a student makes a misjudgment 
and misses 10 classes and fails, then this also has been his choice. 
The faculty cannot hold a student's hand and lead him to work or 
other responsibility, when that student is in the "real" world. Why 
not encourage that type of responsiblity now? It is my guess, the 
same responsible, majority of students would continue to be 
responsible students, regardless of the attendance policy. 

I realize the extra work a "missed" schedule test puts on faculty 
members and I do not feel this should be allowed. Why not leave 
make-up tests to the discretion of each professor" If they want to 
offer them, then fine; if not, let other tests count more for that 
particular student I do not feel the forced attendance policy has 
solved the " missed" test dilemma, at any rate. 

If the more liberal and responsible attendance policy can not be 
implemented, then at least clear up the "hodge-podge" the 
students contend with now. I would like to state a few examples: 
one class-one unexcused cut; another-six excused or unexcused 
maximum absences; and yet another! -three unexcused absences; 
and yet another !! -all over three absences must be made up by 
written assignments. Please! Couldn't we have some uniformity?

Already this season, the Lady Monarehs 
have raced by St. Andrews, 66-47, in a 
conference match. Priscilla Warren led the 
scoring with 2.\ points while Barbara Bowie 
scored 18 and collected 10 rebounds 

Sykes has so far depended on a top six for 
most of the playing time 

"I have about six girls that I rotate as 
starters,'' Svkes said Warren, Anita 
Graves and Jeanie Edwards, the last two 
heing the only returners from last year's 
team, are the three set players while 
Bowie, Freda Crawford and Ethel Ferrell 
are in contention for the other two starting 
slots 

"They are improving even though then- 
rebounding and shooting doesn't show it," 
Sykes said. "I've been satisfied with our 
play so far." 

Sykes is excited over his newfound 
height, which he hopes will bring more 
rebounding and provide for more fast 
breaking. 

•We look for the fast break We have 
three or four who can handle the ball and 
we're getting better on our fast break," 
Sykes said 

Sykes believes the biggest drawback at 
this time is "our inability to move on 
through with our plays. 

"They're freshmen, they're young, they 
haven't played much college ball," Sykes 
said. "As soon as we can adjust, I feel we'll 
have an excellent team." 

In evaluating the individual players, 
Sykes said the following on each girl: 

Warren-'An excellent ballplayer 
overall, she has good movement without 
the ball." 

Bowie- "I was most pleased with 
Barbara in the first ball game-she had 18 
points, 10 rebounds, three assists, and eight 
steals." 

Edwards--"Averaged 13 points and nine 
rebounds a game last year. An excellent 
person to have on the team because of her 
attitude and playing ability." 

Graves -"Anita is a fine player -she 
averaged 16 points and 18 rebounds per 
game last vear and hit 47 percent from the 
field." 

Ferrell -'i'm very impressed with her. 
She's extremely aggressive and has a lot of 
basketball knowledge." 

Delphine Badzinski -"She has a tot of 
good moves, is a good defensive ballplayer, 
will mean a lot to the team because of her 
attitude." 

Janet Doss-"She is the most improved 
ballplaver, works hard on her defense, and 
is conscientious of her shots." 

Di Richiderfer-'Probably the best 
pure shooter on the team and will be good 
against a zone. She's trying to work on her 
speed and her movement." 

Vicki Weaver -"Very dedicated and 
working hard on her basketball game. She 
hasn't reached her potential but is willing 
to work to learn." 

Crawford- 'Was All-Conference in 
Mebane, is as good a basketball player for 
her size as any I've seen. Needs to be more

Sculpture Donated to MC 



A bust of the Marquis de 
Lafayette has been donated to 
Methodist College by Fayet- 
teville sculptor Fritz R. Lopez. 

The bust, which was given 
Wednesday (Jan. 19), will be 
displayed in the Lafayette 
Room of the Davis Memorial 
Library. The room is a special 
collection of books, documents, 
letters and other memorabilia 
relating to I^afayette. 

Lopez spent six months 
carving the bust from a black 
walnut tree taken from the 
Gray's Creek area. Actually, he 
carved three busts from the tree 



trunk; however, the first had 
termites, and the second had 
unsuitable interior wood. 

The retired soldier decided to 
carve I^afayette because, "I've 
heard of Lafayette all my life, 
I've studied him and his career, 
and he's been my idol for many, 
many years. I admire him and 
what he stood for, and after 
awhile he sort of became part of 
me." 

Ixipez is a self-taught sculptor 
who uses wood (his favorite 
medium), stone and clay. His 
wife Melva, a portrait artist, 
has taught him about sculpture 



and he has read a few books by 
the old masters. 

The bust shows Lafayette in 
his late 40s or early 50s, and was 
based on a small photo in an 
encyclopedia. After the bust 
neared completion, Lopez 
sought out other paintings of the 
Revolutionary War hero but 
kept returning to the small 
photo he had begun with. Thus 
the bust is almost completely 
based upon this one photo. 

Following the carving stage, 
the wood was sealed and hand 
polished with tung oil.

Cabaret in the Student Union on Friday, February 18. This 
is another of the events scheduled in the International 
Festival which lasts for two weeks at Methodist. 

German Cabaref 
Coming to Union 

"Echoes of the Twenties, Songs for the Seventies," an authentic 
German kabarett (cabaret), will be presented in the Methodist 
College Student Union at 7:30 p.m. Friday, February 18. 

This show tells the story of the 1918-1933 era during which 
German experienced an almost unprecedented arts explosion. One 
provocative art form was born: the cabaret whose intention is to 
give a panorama of a particular era-of its political, economic and 
cultural climate as expressed in the songs and scenes of cabaret, 
the literary, critical, satirical, provocative art form which 
flourished especially in that period. 

German-bom Herbert Nelson will give a panorama of that era 
with songs done by Eva Nelson. In the second part of the program 
the focus will shift to the 70's and the North American scene. 

In songs, scenes and monologues by the Nelsons, they will 
spotlight, satirize and comment on trends of our time. 

The story is told with the help of slides-of tapes of actual 
performances-songs done by Eva in the original German or in 
English translation-and in conference monologue-style by 
Herbert. 

Herbert, whose parents were among the founders of the Berlin 
Kabarett in the 20's, established his own kabarett in Holland in the 
early 1930's. It flourished until the Nazi occupation when Herbert 
joined the Dutch resistance. Soon after World War II, he 
immigrated to the U.S. where he met and married singer Eva 
Nelson. 

Herbert and Eva started their own intimate theater in 1958 at the 
Netherlands Club in Rockefeller Center for which Herbert wrote 
and produced a contemporary, satirical, literary show, introducing 
multi-media such as slides, tapes and films. They recorded one 
complete cabaret show and other cabaretistic material on 
Panorama Records, and their performances and records were 
acclaimed by critics. Most recently they have appeared at the Bert 
Wheeler Theater off-Broadway and at various clubs. 

After the one and one-half hour program, an informal 
get-together and discussion with refreshments will be hosted by the 
local German Club. 

The cabaret is the next to last program of the two-week 
International Festival at Methodist College, and is sponsored by 
the Methodist College German Department, the German Club, 
Germany's Goethe Institute, and the North Carolina Southeastern 
Consortium for International Education. 



The first convocation of the 
spring semester was held on 
Friday, January 14, during the 
10:30 break and provided Dr. 
Richard Pearce with the op- 
portunity to address the college 
community on the 'state of the 
college." 

Dr. Pearce first reported on 
the increase in enrollment that 
has taken place at Methodist 
over the last year. In January 

1976, there were 240 dorm 
students; this year, there are 
306 registered dorm students. 
This represents a 25 percent 
increase in dorm population. 

Total enrollment has also 
increased as a result of the 
dramatic growth of the evening 
college. In January 1976, there 
were 56 students registered in 
night school. As of January 14, 

1977, there were 121 students 
enrolled in the evening college, 
a 116 1 



Dr. Pearce then went on to 
mention some of the highlights 
of the fall semester: establish- 
ment of chapters of Kappa 
Delta and Alpha Chi, ac- 
complishments by various 
athletic groups, the growth of 
the United Student Appeal into a 
statewide organization, gifts 
donated to the school, and the 
maintenance and physical 
improvements that have been 
made. 

Also mentioned were the 
signs of support by the various 
groups that are deeply involved 
with Methodist. Much alumni 
support was visible last 
semester in the form of such 
gifts as draperies for two of the 
private dining rooms, a 
microfiche reader for the 
library, a van and a truck. The 
alumni also presented 68 new 
with 



Greatest Gift Scholarships that 
represent the payment of one- 
quarter of their tuition. 

The Board of Trustees and the 
Methodist College Foundation 
were also active last semester. 
Foundation support grew from 
171,000 last year to $95,000 this 
year. The Methodist Church 
also contributed much by 
continuing its support through 
such activities as the minister- 
in-residence program and 
awarding the first Mary Jeanne 
Blackburn Scholarship. 

After summarizing the 
progress of last semester, Dr. 
Pearce made the obvious ob- 
servation that problems still 
exist at Methodist. He called for 
student aid in finding solutions 
to these problems and solicited 
these ideas from a 'faculty and 
student body eager to build a

The 
organization is comprised of 32 
persons of diverse 
backgrounds. Ray A. Muench, 
Jr., general manager of the 
Public Works Commission, is 
president and Joel Schur, 
general merchandise manager 
for the Capitol Department 
Stores, is chairman of the 
loyalty campaign. 

The past year was the most 
successful Foundation effort in 
15 years with gifts totaling

Gary Mattocks is not a flashy player, which causes him to 
be overlooked sometimes. But my on-the-road cohort. Van 
Fletcher, and I have come to an agreement on Mattocks: 
he's a heckuva fine ballplayer. 

Mattocks, a 6-3 junior guard, is usually stuck with han 
dling the toughest guard on the opposing team. This could 
cause a lot of problems with the likes of Steve Brown of 
Christopher Newport, Arthur Bowman of St. Andrews, Fred 
Whitfield of UNC-Greensboro and other top guards in the 
Dixie Conference. 

But Mattocks tackles these "big names" with ferocity 
and intensity. A fine defensive player. Mattocks is rarely- 
taken inside by the opponent or scored upon heavily.

Methodist picked up three 
conference wins since the last 
issue of sMALI. TALK, the 
latest being a 59-55 triumph 
over UNC-Greensboro. 

Methodist trailed 10-0 but 
fought back and took the lead 
behind Gary Mattocks' of- 
fensive play. Mattocks fed 
Harold Johnson for a layup with 
50 seconds left to put Methodist 
in the lead for good. Clarence 
Wiggins iced the win with a pair 
of free throws. 

Methodist also earned wins 
over Virginia Wesleyan, 64-62, 
and St. Andrews, 69-57. 

Dewayne Freeman leads 
Methodist in scoring with a 12.9 
per game average. Gary Porter 
and James McRae are close 
behind with 11.6 and 11.3 points 
per game respectively. 

The Monarchs presently hold 
the ninth position in the country 
in team defense in NCAA 
Division III.

Unks Entertains, 
Informs Students 



For the second time this semester, one of the unwritten 
rules of Methodist College has been broken. The unwritten 
rule: convocation must be boring and of absolutely no 
value. The Student Union Board broke the rule the first 
time Dr. Gerald Unks shattered it the second. When Dr. 
Unks was announced as a convocation speaker at the 
beginning of the semester, few students knew who he was. 
Nobody knew anymore about him when they walked into the 
auditorium on February 25. But as they walked out, more 
than one student was overheard expressing the desire to 
know Dr. Unks better. 

Dr. Unks knew what a convocation is-both the official 
definition and the unofficial connotations. He seemed 
determined from the f irst not to be buried in the same grave 
as most convocation speakers. Speaking to the ' largest 
captive audience this side of Central Prison," Dr. Unks 
began his talk with a short dissertation on the services of 
Piedmont Airlines. Flying from that topic, he began to talk 
seriously about the state of education today. 

Noting that the school has changed less than any other 
institution in our society, Dr. Unks suggested ways in which 
the school might become a better and more useful place. He 
states that the good school has a relevant curriculum, tells 
the truth to its students, teaches relevant values, enhances 
one's self-concept, and places emphasis on the essential 
teaching-learning situation. 

Dr. Unks cited two important facts which say much about 
today 's schools Although one sixth of one's life is spent in 
school, only 25 percent of its students feel positively about 
it. Add this to the fact that 25 percent of today's high school 
graduates can't read or write on the fourth grade level and 
the education picture looks bleak indeed. 

Closing his presentation, Dr. Unks challenged the 
assembled group to become the guiding force behind 
educational changes. He gave everyone the responsibility 
for this -educators, parents, and leaders in the community. 

Obviously pleasing his audience during his talk. Dr. Unks 
was paid back in kind with an occurance rarely, if ever, 
experienced in convocation-a standing ovation. Not content 
to just settle back and enjoy that, Dr. Unks offered advice to 
Methodist's newest group of student teachers as the 
audience was filling out of the auditorium.

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Methodist to Offer 
Army ROTC Program

Army ROTC will be offered at 
Methodist College for the first 
tune beginning; this fall 
semester. 

Methodist College has entered 
into an agreement with the U.S. 
Army Reserve Officers 
Training Corps (ROTC) and 
Campbell College to begin of- 
fering the full four-year 
program on the Methodist 
College campus. 

The contract establishes a 
cross-enrollment agreement 
with Campbell. Instructors, 
who are active duty Army of- 
ficers, will commute from Buies 
Creek. 

The first two years of Army 
ROTC are voluntary, and there 
is no military obligation under 
this basic program. Three one- 
semester-hour courses will be 
offered through the Physical 
Education Department of 
Methodist College this fall- 
Orienteering, Mountaineering 
and Swimming-Life Saving. A 
student will be able to take 
these courses as electives and- 
or as fulfillment of the ROTC 



Additional course* which will 
be offered in the spring 
semester, 1978, include: 

Marksmanship, Self-Defense 
and Physical Conditioning. Any 
four of the six courses will 
suffice for the basic ROTC 
program. 

The advanced program, 
which is offered to juniors and 
seniors, requires fulfillment of 
the military obligation upon 
completion of the baccalaureate 
degree. Graduates are com- 
missioned as second lieutenants 
m the regular Army or Army 
Reserve. 

During the coming fall 
semester, Military Science 301, 
Organizational Management 
and Communications, a three 
semester-hour course, will be 
offered. Prerequisites for this 
course are three years of junior 
ROTC, prior military service, 
completion of the basic 
program or completion of a six- 
week Basic Summer Camp at 
Ft. Knox, Kentucky. Students 
attending the Basic Summer 
Camp receive a 



All courses will fx- taught on 
the Methodist College campus 
with use of certain facilities at 
nearby Ft Bragg 

All Methodist College stude 
nts enrolling in the ROTC 
program will be eligible to 
compete for Army ROTC 
scholarships which pay tuition, 
lab fees, books and a $100 per 
month subsistence during the 
school year A freshman can be 
awarded a three-year 
scholarship, a sophomore a two- 
year scholarship, etc. 

Advanced course cadets 
receive a $100 per month sub- 
sistence during the school year. 
Advanced course cadets are 
also paid and receive academic 
credit for the five-week Ad- 
vanced Summer Camp which 
rising ROTC seniors are 
required to successfully 
complete in the summer prior to 
the senior year.

Change in Academic 
Regulations Made 



The faculty recently modified 
selected fundamental 
requirements which serve as 
determinates of a student's 
opportunity to continue study at 
Methodist. 

According to information 
released by Dean Womack, of 
which all students were notified 
recently via campus mail, 
criteria of the academic war- 
ning system has been altered 
and supercedes the criteria in 
the Academic Bulletin covering 
the 76-77 academic year. 

While not all of the 
regulations included in the six 
paragraphs on page 7 of the 
Bulletin are affected, many are. 
For example, paragraph one 
dictates that a student has until 
the end of the following fall 
semester to increase his-her 
grade point average to a 
suitable level. Notice of this 
provided to the student con- 
stitutes a formal 



warning and failure to comply 
with the sanction shall result in 
a strict form of academic 
probation. 

As the text of changes in- 
dicates, a student who is placed 
on strict probation will be 
required to repeat immediately 
as many failing or other low 
grades as possible, all of which 
will be a part of his-her total 
academic course load of 15-16 
semester hours. 

Because of the fact that this 
practice will consume con- 
siderable time, those students 
under these restrictiens will be 
prohibited from participating in 
extracurricular activities like 
student government, inter- 
collegiate sports or intermural 
activities. 

In an efforc to assist the 
student under probation on a 
more individualized level, a 
special faculty advisor will be 
appointed each student under

GUIDELINES: THE STEERING COMMITTEE 

A. The Contest: 

t, All Methodist College students are invited to compete in the Methodist College Writing Contest, 
which is designed to strengthen the quality of the term paper and to recognize good writing of all 
kinds 

2. Entries may be submitted in any of three categories: 1 1 1 Humanities and Fine Arts, (t) Social 
Sciences and Education, CI) Natural Sciences and Mathematics. 

3. Cash prizes will be awarded in each of these categories, with $100 for first prize, $50 for second 
prize, and $25 for third prize. 

4. There will be no other prizes or awards except the above mentioned cash awards. 
5 Each Judgning Committee reserves the right to forego a prize or prizes, if, in the judgment of 

that Committee, there are no papers entered that are worthy of awards. 

6. Prize money comes from an anonymous donor. 
B Requirements of the Contest: 

1 . There is no stipulation as to the length or the kind of writing prepared for presentation. 

2. The writing may take the form of an original story or poem, a subjective essay, a report on 
research, or any combination of forms 

i. The presentation must conform to acceptable standards of composition, and any citation from 
iterature, etc., must be properly documented. 
4. Scripts must be typed, double space, and submitted with original and two copies. 
5 Entries may be written specifically for the contest, or they may be papers that have been sub- 
mitted, or will be submitted for credit in a course at Methodist College. 

6. A student may present as many entries as he chooses and he may enter all three categories if he 
sees fit ; however, only one paper from any entrant will be awarded a prize in each category. 

7. Entries will be given individual numbers for identification by the Chairman of the Steering 
ommittee when the reviewing process begins. However, all entries must be properly identified by 

some method, chosen by the submitter. 

8. The Contest begins immediately with the publication and distribution of these Guidelines, but 
entries must be presented by April 8, 1977, to be eligible for review by the Judging Committees 

9. Scripts, clearly identified by name and category, must be presented to Dr. L. P. Plyler, Chair 
man of the Steering Committee, by the choosing date, April 8, 1977. 
C, Judging of the Entries: 

Judging Committees, constituting members of the Methodist College faculty, will take intc 
consideration the content of entry, as well as the form of a script or scripts. 

2. The Judging Committees decisions are final.

In order to keep news releases about students up-to-date, 
accurate, and as complete as possible, students are urged to 
stop by the News Bureau in the Horner Administration 
Building and update their Student Information Forms.

Baseball's Harry Motes 

We need 10,000 more 

men like that guy

Harry Motes stayed up until 
one o'clock in the morning 
grading a pile of test papers. He 
got up at five a.m. and drove to 
Columbia, S. C, to take care of 
some business concerning his 
plans for earning a doctorate 
degree. 

He arrived back in Fayet- 
teville at 4:15 and boarded the 
bus with the baseball team at 
4:30. 

He got home at one o'clock in 
the morning. 

Such is the life of Harry 
Motes. 

His paid job is as an Assistant 
Professor of Business but his 
volunteer contributions to the 
very successful baseball 
program are immeasureable. 

"He's been my right arm," 
said Monarch coach Bruce 
Shelley, i never make a major 
decision without consulting Mr. 
Motes. 

"He's done a whale of a job 
for us," he added. "The boys 
respect his opinion. He gives us 
his time all the time." 

The feelings of the players are 
precisely that of Shelley's. 

Monarch leftfielder Buddy 
Gooch said, "He's a dedicated 
person to come out here and 
take up all his time. Everybody 
respects him. He's always 
kidding around but you know- 
when he means business." 

Ail-American David Holler 
nodded in agreement with the 
country's seventh leading 
hitter. 

"You can't say enough about 
someone who comes out and 
donates his time just for the 
love of the game," he said. 
"This season just wouldn't have 
been the same without Mr. 
Motes. All the guys love and 
respect him for the job he's 
doing for us." 

The young teacher feels that 
the credit should go to the 
players. 

"A lot of people think baseball 
is just fun and games but it 
requires a lot of hard work," he 
said. 



When I asked him why he did 
it all without receiving any 
compensation, he replied, "I get 
a great deal of satisfaction 
being around athletics and 
being a part of baseball." 

He continued, "There's a 
tremendous sense of ac- 
complishment in winning quite 
a few ballgames. I wouldn't 
enjoy it as much if we were 
having a losing season 
[Methodist is currently 26-7)."

But Motes doesn't let baseball 
interfere with what he gets paid 
to do-teach. 

•Instructing is my primary 
responsibility," he said. "I 
can't let my love for baseball 
interfere with something I'm 
more obligated to do." 

Motes' devotion to the job is 
illustrated by the following tale. 

When Methodist went on its 
tour of Georgia and South 
Carolina in March, Motes had a 
night class to instruct in the 
middle of the trip. 

He drove his car at his own 
expense on the tour and stayed 
for two days of games. He left 
following the second batch of 
contests and returned to school 
to teach the class. He then 
rejoined the team in South 
Carolina for its final pair of 
tilts. 

The leading pitcher in NCAA 
Division III, Earl Bunn, related 
two more tales about Motes 
worth sharing. 

It seems that Motes has a pair 
of "lucky shoes" and Bunn was 
more than eager to describe 
them. 

• They look like he's had them 
since Little league, 'cause I'm 
sure his feet haven't grown any 
since then," he said. "There's a 
big hole in the toe on one shoe 
and as sorry as those things 
look, he never comes to a game 
without them." 



His wife of three and a half 
years, Susan, the Director of 
Alumni Affairs here, bought 
Motes a new pair of cleats about 
two years ago. Methodist was 
riding high on a 10-game win- 
ning streak when Motes wore 
them for the first time. The 
Monarchs lost and that pair of 
shoes has been hanging in the 
closet ever since. 

Motes is obviously a disciple 
of Shelley, as Bunn explains. 

"If we're at an away game, 
sometimes we don't get enough 
food allowance," he said. "Mr. 
Motes will do just like Coach 
Shelley and get us whatever we 
want and pay for it out of his 
own pocket. He doesn't get 
reimbursed for it either. He's 
one great man." 

Motes joined Shelley in 1972, 
the year after he arrived at 
Methodist. He played two years 
of baseball at South Georgia 
Junior College and batted over 
.300 during his high school 
career. 

He graduated from SGJC and 
earned a B.A.-B.S. at West 
Georgia College. Motes took a 
masters in his field at the 
University of Georgia and 
stayed on as a graduate 
assistant until coming to 
Methodist. 

One might wonder how he 
gets any time at home after 
spending most of his day 
teaching and helping with the 
baseball program. 

Mrs. Motes doesn't mind that 
he gives so much to the team, 
saying, "Harry enjoys being out 
there and I enjoy seeing other 
people enjoy themselves." 

Motes is also the advisor to 
the Pi Kappa Phi fraternity and 
was chosen Methodist's 
Professor of the Year in 1971. 

It's hard to say anything 
about Motes that hasn't been 
said by his other fans. 

But maybe Roller said it best 
of all: "The Fayetteville area 
needs 10,000 more people like 
Harry Motes."
